The End of an Era

After more than 155 years 
during which it delivered 
millions of telegrams 
around the world, bringing 
news of births, deaths, 
weddings, wars and more, 
Western Union delivered 
its last telegram message 
on January 27, 2006, end- 
ing a means of communi- 
cation that began before 
the U.S. Civil War. West- 
ern Union telegrams be- 
came a victim of technol- 
ogy. The company ended 
its telegram service quietly 
by laying off 30 workers 
who still operated the 
telegram business. 


The telegram business 
plunged in recent years 
from a peak of 200 million 
telegrams in 1929 to only 
20,000 in 2005. Technol- 
ogy caused the decline, 


starting with the telephone, 
then the Internet, and finally 
e-mail, along with other 
forms of modern communi- 
cations. 


In its heyday, Western Un- 
ion telegrams were an im- 
portant part of person-to- 
person communications 
across America. A message 
could be dictated at one end 
of the country, sent over 
telegraph lines strung na- 
tionwide, and printed out 
and delivered to its destina- 
tion before telephones and 
other means of communica- 
tions were available. West- 
ern Union had a long a col- 
orful history. In 1851, the 
company began as The New 
York and Mississippi Valley 
Printing Telegraph Co., 
which five years later be- 
came The Western Union 
Telegraph Co. In 1861, 
Western Union completed 
the construction of its first 
transcontinental telegraph 


line, providing coast-to- 
coast communications 
during the Civil War. In 
1871, the Western Union 
Money Transfer service 
was introduced, which 
allowed customers the 
ability to send money to 
distant locations through 
Western Union offices. 
This eventually became 
the company’s primary 
business. 


The company introduced 
the first singing telegrams 
in 1933, and in 1964 it 
unveiled a transcontinen- 
tal microwave radio 
beam system. This micro- 
wave system replaced the 
need for poles and tele- 
graph wires. Although 
Western Union remains 
in business as a financial 
services company, a form 
of communications that 
has lasted for a century 
and a half has faded away.
